MWhen Governor Evers signed 2019 Act 9 into law, he vetoed multiple provisions in the budget bill, including a partial veto of staturoy language of the Per Pupil
Aid statute, to increase the amount provided to school districts (to $742/pupil each year). This veto had the impact of increasing the amount estimated to be paid
from the sum-sufficient appropriation for Per Pupil Aid, as well as the sum-sufficient appropriations for independent charter schools and for private schools
participating in one of the state's parental choice programs and/or the Special Needs Scholarship Program . Accordingly, the appropriations have been adjusted, as

compared to the chapter 20 schedule included in the bill that was forwarded to the Governor.
